IMPORTANT TO QROCERS. 

Sete law In I 



Orocers and other dealers in canned 
goods and manufacturers thereof in Ken- 
tucky will be governed by a new law on 
and after July 1st in reference to the 
labels to be put on said goods. 

By reading tbo following, which is a 
copy of the law passed by the last Legis- 
lature, those interested may save a 
fine: 

Section 1. That it shall be hereafter un 
lawful in this state for any packer or 
dealer in preserved or canned fruits 
and vegetables or other articles of 
food to offer canned articles for sale 
after July 1st, 1806, with the excep- 
tion of goods brought from foreign 
countries or packed prior to this act, 
unless such articles bear a mark to 
indicate the grade or quality, to- 
gether with the name and address of 
such Arm, person or corporation that 
pack the same or dealer who sells the 
tame. 

Section 2. That all soaked goods, or 
goods put up from products dried be- 
fore canning, shall be plainly marked 
by an adhesive label, having on its 
face the word "soaked." in letters 
not leu in size than two line i ica of 
solid and legible typo, and all cans, 
jugs or other packages containing 
maple syrup or molasses shall be 
plainly marked by an adhesive label, 
having on Its face tbe name and ad 
dress of the person, firm or corpora- 
tion who made or prepared the samo, 
together with the name and quality of 
tbe goods. In letters of tbe size pri- 
vided in this section. 
The third section provides a fine of not 
sb than $50 for venders of such pro- 
hibited goods, and a fine of f 500 to 11.000 
'or manufacturers and those fraudulently 
itampiog or labeling auch cans or 
and Jars, and makes it tbe duty of any 
Board of Health in tbe state to proae- 
cute such violations

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NOVEL TURrlPlllE SCHEME. 



Ohio has advanced a new Idea for 
country roads which is meeting with 
much favorable attention 

It is practically a steel truck for smooth 
running of wagon wheels. 

Th* road as planned consists of two 
rails made of steel, having the thickness 
of boiler plate, each formed in the shape 
of a gutter, Ave Inches wide at the hot 
torn, with the aides sloping outward 
about one and one-half Inches. 

The tracks will be placed at the proper 
distance apart and the low, sloping sides 
of th* track would make it easy for the 
wheels to enter or leave It. 

Such a double track steel road, sixteen 
feet wide, filled in between with broken 
stone, macadam size, it is estimated, 
would cost about W.000 as against f.7,000 
per mile tor a macadam roadbed of the 
same width, but the cost of a rural one- 
track steel road, it is estimated, would be 
only about f 3,000 per mile

tion named would last much longer than 
stone, and that one horse will draw on a 
steel track twenty times as much as on a 
dirt road, and five times as much as on 

macadam.
